My 
wife. Me Bou Tii, grabbed two of our children, aged oste and 
five, and our ncph.cw, three, and began running for the 
trench. But because she. had the children with her, she 
couldn't move fast enoueh. Wlten the bombs dronnod, site, 

the two cltildrcn, and our neohew were killed. On the same

Most Village chiefs only talked with us at ati’bveaitse 
they assur.tcd we Itad some kind of oftleiai connection wit’a 
tiic government, even tliough we made it clear we did not.

We asked hi:n to -tel! us about the bo:\ib:ng. I2e 
answered in a quite rnatlcr-of-fact manner, as if disc;..s>::tg 
the weather or lliis year’s crops: “In my sub'distdci lltere 
wore 2i villages up on the Plain- of Jars. When wo left in 
September, 1969. there was noini single iiousc left in any of 
the villages. The airplanes had destroyed them all. T!)cy 
bombed us from *965. Unti! 1967, they didn't bomb much. 
But in 196S and 5969, they bombed heaviiy. 1 can’t count 
how many times. In one day they might come seven or eight 
times, day and night. 

“In 1964 and 1965 most of the planes were AT-o*s and 
T-2S’s {propeller-driven bombers] . But in I96S and 196^^ it 
was mostly jets;, F- 105*$. F-iOTs, and F-4’s. They dropped' 
anti-personne! bombs t!ie most, togctiier with 500 kilo 
bombs. There were aiso many napalm bombs. They did drop • 
na^palm bombs in t!:e villages, 1 can't count how often. 

“The viilacers were most afraid of nanalm. .500 kiJo 
bombs and fragmentation bombi Vfnen the nanahu fed, it 
started a nre and the fire spread out for about IGp meters in 
radius. Everyone in the area wculd probably die. When the 
500 kilo bombs fell, they, made very Ueep hoIe^ and any 
vHiagers on whom they fell couldn’t. protect thern^:lvv*s. T:\e 
fnagmcniation bombs didn't make a deep hole. Bui they 
exploded 'and went sideways dose to the ground. The 
villagers despaired becauk anyone could gel hit within a 
radius ofl 00 meters, 

“.Most of the people i\\t by the bombs were children. 
And old people were oner, hit also. The children were used 
to playing around, and when thc_lairplauc's came they 
couldn’t get away fast enough. The old people couldivi hear 
the planes properly ^vhen they came. Tltey were old, tnoy 
couldn’t run quickly, and they didn't know what place to 
hide in. 

“During 1969 about 45% of the people, mostly old 
people and women, never left their >trenches or caves at ali. 
They were too afraid. The others would go out ar.d do their 
work if they didif t.itear ihc planes coming,”

asked him about the people who kept asking us for 
medicine. Wore many people sick in the camp? “Oh, yes, 
most everyone has been ill in one way or another. Since we 
came here in Fboruary, 30 people have died. !t’s better he.^e 
though than when we were in camps up on the Plain of Jars. 
From September, 1969 utuil February, 1970, over 100 
people died from our sub-district alone. More than 3CG died 
fn>m sub-disuict Nhoun up the road, 

- ‘‘They have given us some mcdicisio, but it djesnk 
work very weii. I don’t really know, though, wity so many 
people Imve died.” (In our visits to the camps we »)ave noted 
ulcerated gums, passing blood, mfecicd heat- rash, sc.foies, 
cradle c,:p, upper respiratory infections, malaria, eye i.ucc- 
tions and dystentary among the refugees.)

It is standard, of course, for nuclear arms to be stored on aircraft carriers 
throughout the world.

The nuclear arms aboard carriers in the Gulf of Tonkin are, however, unique for 
several reasons. Carriers at Yankee Station, the operating location off the coast 
of North Vietnam, are the sole ships operationally involved in the bombing. The 
nuclear weapons they carry are of a small, tactical. nature^ And during. practice 
drills they have been regularly loaded on the A4 Skyhawk, *a small subsonic jet 
unlikely to be used in raids against either ChinA or Russia.

Although it has not been widely written about, it is no secret that the first 
ships to arrive at Yankee Station several years ago brought nuclear arms with them. 

On occasion, journalists have even been permitted to view ;the bombs, though their-

Project Air War, however, has received first-hand reports from sailors who have 
worked aboard the U.S.S. Oriskany . The Oriskany first arrived in the Gulf of Tonkin 
several years ago. It has since seen regular use in the bombing of Indochina, 
during the normal 3 month periods it is on-station. It last saw duty on November 
22, 1970, when it was held on-station together with the Hancock and Ranger for use 
in the bombing of North. Vietnam, It is described by men who have worked aboard It 
as a rather small and out-dated carrier, somewhat in need of repair.

These sources say that the nuclear weapons were stored below-ship. At regular 
intervals, at least once every 30 days, 3 bombs would be brought up from below, in 
elevators. They would then be loaded on the center-line of 3 A4- Skyhawks, as a drill. 

The A'4's in question were being regularly used to bomb the North. The nuclear 
weapons were loaded exactly as the conventional bombs >normally placed there. The 
nuclear arms are described as about 12 feet in length, and! 3 feet in diameter. 

Although not certain, sources estimated them in the one kiloton range.

On March 18, 1972, an article captioned “Project
